MEETS WTH OFFICIAL LOCAL

At a request from the local health 
department the State Board of health 
sent Dr. Hill, who officially is known 
us the “State Medical Inspector” to 
Grayling to look into conditions due 
‘to the presence of several cases of 
smallpox in our city. 

Dr. Hill arvived Wednesday morn- 
ing and with Health Officer Peter EH. 
, Johnson visited Mercy hospital where 
; the smallpox cases are being cared 
tfor. These arenot'confinedinthe hos- 
pital proper, but instead are in the 
brick garage in the rear of the main 
building. - 

The original case came to the hos- 
pital from Gaylord and at the time 
of arrival of the patient the disease 
had not developed sufficiently for the 
physicians to determine that it was 
smallpox. As soon as smallpox was 
;found to be the disease the patient 


ed-in charge of, a special nurse. In 
the meantime the nurse earing for the 
man, and a mother and little child 
that had visited the man in the hos-| 


pital came down with the disease’ 
‘These were placed under careful 
quarantine to prevent further ex- 
posures. | 


Dr. Hill stated that the cases had) 
been handled ina fit and capable 
manner but thatthere isstill a chance 
of it being spread. The first original 
case has been discharged but the 
mentioned remain and 
these areunderstrict quarantine. The 
hospital, said Dr. Hill, is in excellent; 


av 10:00 o’clock a. m. the County; 
Board of supervisors, Grayling tows- 
iship board and the Village council 
convened in the Court house and were 
edavessed by Dr. Hill. 

Mayor H. Petersen introduced the 
speaker and the first thing the latter 
Gid- was to explain to the gentlemen 
present just what his official position 
was He is not a member of the 
State board of health, but is appoint- 
ed State Medical inspector, and has 
powers of the local boards and State 
beards combined, and acts in advis- 
er, capacity of local affairs. 

He stated that somebody was res- 
ponsible for the coming of the origi- 
case of smallpox to Grayling. 
The disease came from some place, 
but where? Who is to blame? The 
Doctor said somebody was to blame. 
He said that diseases must be stop- 
ped in the first case and not let them 
get started. 

He emphasized the fact that any- 
one knowin: that they are infected 
with a contagious disease MUST re- 
port it to the health officer. He said 
that the penalty for neglecting to do 
this is a fine of $1,000 and ninety 
days in jail. The need of reporting 
such diseases, he said, is very impera- 
tive. This duty is not only upon the 
doetor but upon the householder him- 
self. 

In quarantined cases where sup- 
plies are provided the health officer 
is held responsible for the payment 
of the sume, and that the county 
reed not pay any bills incurred un. 
less O. K’d by the heatch © officer. 
Such accounts as are incurred by the 
health officer, that official is responsi- 
ble for, and he turns them over to the 
County clerk for payment. 

The County board of Supervisors, 
acts as an auditing committee and de- 
jtermines whether ornotthe individual 
is an indigent person or not, and if 
the latter the bills are placed in ‘the 
hands of the prosecuting attorney of 
the county for collection. This latter 
matter brot out considerable discus- 
sion and there were some differences 
of opinions and much resorting to the 
stututes for authoritative informe- 
tion, One main point was made plain 
and that was that unless a bill of sup- 
plies wus ordered by the health officer 
the county cannot be held liable for 
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payment of same. 

Dr. Hill advocated the providing of 
a contagious hospital by each town- 
ship. In speaking of the employment 
of a public nurse he stated that a 
trained nurse that knew her business 
could save the aniount of her salary 
many times over in the teaching 0: 
how to keep healthy and well and 
how to avoid diseases and to 
existing diseases, 

The meeting was a lively one and 
the discussions revealed matters in a 
much more clear light te the people 
here in our municipality, and left a 
better understanding of the impor- 
tance of complying with the health 
laws as laid down by the state legis- 
lature. That the health officer has 
tremendous authority there is no 
doubt and that he should be a man of 
stern determination and well balanc- 
ed reason. 


HOW GAYLORD PROPOSES TO 
GET RID OF KICKERS. 


Crfe of the “liabilities” of every 
coinmunity is the knocker, the man 
who, because he hasn’t gumption 
enough to be alive -to his opportuni- 
ties or who is just naturally a whiner 
and faultfinder. These men are nev- 
er a heln to eny community and they 
frequently injure it more than the 
public knows by their complaints and 
their fault finding over conditions 
which either exist only in their own 
minds or Which could be remedied by 
a little exertion on their own parts. 

Otsego county, a live county with 
a bunch of live wires, has adopted a 
plan to get rid of this class of unde- 
sirables and keep them away forever 
afterward, and the plan is well worth 
copying by others. 

The officers of the Gaylord board 
of trade are men who believe that 
more is to be gained by boosting the 
things which Otsego now has than by 


; chasing after factories which, too of- 


ten, fail after having been assisted 
into existence, and one of their meth- 
ods, unique in its plan, is a proposi- 
tion which they propose to make to 
every disgruntled farmer. The prop- 
osition is simply this, “quit your kick_ 
ing or get out. If you don’t like Ot- 
sego county and can’t keep still about 
it, we will find a buyer for your prop- 
erty and won't charge a cent for the 
service. The only condition is that 
as soon as you have sold you are to 
get out of Otsego county and stay 
out, and you must give us a written 
agreement that you will do so.” 

The Gaylord board of trade. the- 
lieves thoroughly in the opportunities 
which that county offers to the farm- 
er, the stock raiser and the dairyman. 
In the first place it is a natural grass 
country and with good climatic con- 
ditions and excellent water, it is pri- 
marily adapted'to the raising of sheep 
and cattle. At several points large 
interests are going into the raising 
and grazing of sheep and cattle and 
many of the smaller farmers are find- 
ing that dairying offers a splendid 
opportunity, the creamery at Gaylord 
offering a first class market price for 
their product. 

And then there is Otsego county’s 
fame as the grower of the “finest 
potatoes in Michigan,” which - are 
shipped alloverthe United States and 
are sought after by all commission 
houses dealing in the best products. 
Pretty nearly every farmer in Otsego 
county depends on his potato crop 
for a large part of his cash receipts 
each fall and they are often raised in 
such quantities that the first crop 
will not only pay for the land on 
which it was grown, but also pay the 
the cost of clearing the land, of plant- 
ing, caring for and harvesting the 
crop and leave a good profit in addi- 
tion. It ig a matter of record that 
good farmers have bought wild land, 
cleared it and planted potatoes, and 
paid all of these costs from a: single 
year’s crop. :

1 IN PICTURES. : 
(By Dr. William Byron Forbush.) 
) “it hasn’t got him yet!” was the 
jlittle boy’s delighted report each day 
jafter looking in his nursery book and 
digcovering that the crocodile in the 
picture had not yet caught up with 
the piccaninny whom he was chasing. 

“Why don’t they get to church?” 
{Was another youngster’s inquiry af- 
ter he had turned for several weeks 
to Broughton’s “Pilgrims Going tv 
Church,” and wondered why they did 
not arrive. 

A third child put his hand protect- 
{ingly over the pictured figure of a 
kid, to shield it from an eagle; and 
another child of kindergarten age 
has been known to try to feed a pic- 
tured animal. 

These incidents suggest the rather 
surprising fact that to a small child 
pictures are not merely symbols, but 
a part of his living world. At first 
he notes the similarity between the 
household pet and the pictured cast 
more than he does the difference and 
it is a long time before he grasps the 
idea that the latter is only a symbol. 

It is perhaps a little disheartening 
to us adults, to whom pictures have 
opened a world of beauty, to realize 
that it is'their usefulness and not 
their beauty which appeals to chil- 
dren up to 6 or 7 years of age. To 
them, pictures are simply something 
to play with. They prefer to have 
them little because they can handle 
them more easily. For any. practi. 
cal end they do not differ distinguish- 
ably from their dolls. 

Ninety-nine per cent of the ° first 
drawings of children are said to in- 
clude the human face. Their affec- 
tions for ready made pictures are 
similar; they like living creatures, 
people and animals and birds, and 
they like them best in action. They 
like only story pictures. 

It is somewhat surprising to inves- 
tigators to discover that, in their ear- 
liest interest in pictures, children do 
not seem to have any marked prefer- 
j enee for the culored ores, though lat- 
ey they exhibit an interest in bright 
crude colors. e 

In general, they are not curious as 
to details. They will not notice that 
a figure is armless, and as we know 
so well, their own first drawings of+ 
ten have two eyes or ears-on the 
same side of a face. Yet they do 
seem to single out the eye as an ob- 
ject of peculiar interest. Did you 
ever have your two-year-old try to 
stick his forefinger in your eye? 
Little children often attempt the 
same with a pictured eye. 

The educational lessons which we 
learn from these primitive tastes are 
plain, and since, to the small child, a 
picture is “the real thing” we should 
select his pictures, as we do his other 
toys, to help him in his little world 
of experience. They should repre- 
sent the kind of people and _ pets 
whom he should. love, engaged in ac- 
tivities which he can understand. 
Simple incidents, playful, jolly and 
unselfish, should be our choice, with- 
out reference to their esthetic pur. 


pose. 

_While we need not strive to select 
great art, we may choose clear, 
strong color and simple, well-drawn 
action. Thus we can lay foundations 
for appreciation of the beautiful. 

Above all, each picture should sug. 
gest a good story, and we should give 
the story with the picture.
